Soviet supersonic 
airliner crashes; 
14 dead, 28 hurt 


GOUSSAINVILLE, F rance (AP) - 
Aviation experts sifted through the 
w reck ag e of a Soviet supersonic 
airliner today trying to learn why the 
pride of Russia’s civilian air fleet 
crashed. 
Thousands of spectators watched as 
the four-engine TU144 exploded during 
an exhibition flight Sunday at the Paris 
air show. Flaming wreckage crashed 
onto the town of Goussainville north of 
Le Bourget airport. 
Fourteen persons were killed, 28 
were injured. The dead included two 
Russian pilots and four other crew 
members, the only ones aboard the 
streamlined plane. 
It was the first reported crash of a 
supersonic civilian airliner since the 
Soviets began their program in the 
mid-1960s. The plane has a maximum 
cruising speed of 1.550 miles an hour — 
2.35 times the speed of sound. 
A French-British consortium has 
built four Concorde supersonic jets, 
and

Witnesses saw the Russian plane 
make a low level, subsonic pass before 
the grandstand and then go into a steep 
climb with the undercarriage lowered.

TEL AVIV (AP) — Three Israeli 
pilots released by Syria in exchange for 
57 prisoners held by Israel said their 
captors tortured them regularly during 
their three years in jail. 
After their repatriation Sunday, one 
of the pilots told newsmen he had been 
beaten about his body and on the soles 
of his feet and had been subjected to 
electric shocks on several occasions. 
A nother said th a t, 
when 
they 
reminded their captors of the Geneva 
Convention governing the treatm ent of 
prisoners of war, they were told the 
rules didn’t apply to them. 
In exchange for the pilots, Israel 
handed over 56 Syrian and Lebanese 
POWS and a Druse leader from the 
occupied 
Golan 
Heights 
who 
was 
convicted of spying for Syria. 
The Israeli military com m and said 
the released Arab POWS were the last 
held by Israel from either Syria or 
Lebanon and neither Syria nor Leba­ 
non held any more Israeli prisoners 
Israel continues to hold 55 Egyptian 
prisoners it wants to exchange for IO 
Israelis jailed in Egypt. 
The exchange ended almost a year of 
negotiations through the International 
Red Cross. Israel had sought to have 
the Egyptian-held Israelis included in 
the exchange but earlier this year 
softened its stand, the state radio said. 
The 56 Arab POWS included five 
Syrian officers and IO Lebanese cap­ 
tured in a raid into southern Lebanon 
last June and in a border clash last 
September. Most of the other Syrians 
had been prisoners since a June 1970 
armored incursion into Syria.

As the 180-ton jet neared the ground, 
a piece of the right wing broke off.

Fabric from the plane’s orange and 
blue interior was draped over utility 
lines, gateposts and red tile roofs. A 
section of wing knocked down part of a 
low wall around a school, and one huge 
metal part crushed a little cottage. 


The experts said it would be a long 
time before the exact cause of the 
crash became known. Andre Turcat, a 
chief test pilot on the Concorde, said it 
was essential to find out what m ade the 
nose of the plane dip after the climb. 


Observers in Moscow said the crash 
must have been a stunning blow to 
Soviet aviation officials and m ay have 
set the TU 144 program back. The plane 
was scheduled to go into service in 1975.

The striking students first let campus 
officials, professors and students 
through the picket lines. But as the 
hours grew, the lines becam e closer 
and at least one professor was kept 
from entering the building.

W’ith prospects for a space walk to free 
a jam m ed solar panel “ looking pretty 
good, ’ S k y la b ’s a s tro n a u ts today 
awaited word on how they might do the 
tricky job. 
Making the panel operable could 
nearly double the electricity in their 
power-starved space station. 
If the space agency gives the green 
light for the excursion, decisions on 
who will m ake the walk and how the 
one-ton panel w ill be released will be up 
to Skylab com m ander Charles Conrad 
Jr., who becam e the world’s champion 
of space flight in total hours logged on 
Sunday. 
“ I suspect the com m ander would 


want 
to go out 
himself,”

mission director William C. Schneider 
told newsmen Sunday.

c o m m u n ic a to r 
Storey 
Musgrove told the spacemen late 
Sunday, “Things are looking pretty 
good for a space walk later in the 
week.” 
He said mission control today would 
pass up suggest I'd procedures for the 
attempt and all aspects would be 
discussed in a conference Tuesday 
between the control center and the as­ 
tronauts. 
“We aim to please,” Conrad replied. 
“We’re more than happy to do anything 
we can.” 
Schneider said space agency officials 


planned a day-long meeting today at

potential for success and dangers in­ 
volved in the space walk repair job. 
They ll also discuss the possibility of 
extending the scheduled 28-day mission 
as much as to days to make up ex- 
periments lost because of low power. 
“This is a very desirable thing to do, 
but we don’t want to take a chance with 
our crew,” the director said of the 
space walk. “The prim e consideration 
will be: Is it a safe thing to do?” 
Schneider said the salvage attempt 
could come as early as Wednesday but 
there will lie no hurry because “ we’d 
rather do it right than rushed.” 


While ground experts wrestled with 
the panel problem, Conrad, Dr. Joseph 
P Kerwin and Paul J Weitz scheduled 
medical, earth resources and solar 
astronomy experiments today, their 
lith day in space. 


Conrad passed the world space time 
record at 1:17 a m EDT Sunday. The 
mark had l>oen set by former astronaut 
Jam es A. Ix>V€*U, a four-time space 
veteran 


Conrad previously flew on Geminis 5 
and ll and on Apollo 12 He became the 
third man to step on the moon. Lovell’s 
record was 715 hours, 5 minutes. If 
Skylab I goes the distance, Conrad will 
top that by almost 18 days.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. Sam J. 
Ervin Jr. says he plans to resume the 
Senate W atergate hearings Tuesday 
despite special prosecutor Archibald 
C ox’s re q u e st th at th e televised 
sessions be delayed several weeks 
The North Carolina Democrat who 
heads the Senate W atergate committee 
told a news conference in 
Boston 
Sunday that Cox had asked him to post- 
pone further hearings until indictments 
have been returned. Ervin said that 
could mean a two-to four-month delay 
but it won t happen “ if it’s up to me. 
“ The Justice Department has had 
this case for almost a y ea r,” Ervin 
observed. “The American people have 
a right to get to the bottom of this.”

Drug companies accused of fixing 
prices, oil com panies accused of 
levying excessive credit card finance 
charges and a door-to-door freezer 
salesman accused of defrauding his 
customers all have felt the sting of 
class-action consumer lawsuits. 
The class action suit, filed under 
federal and state laws, permits those 
with a common claim to combine their

and legal fees if several separate suits 
were necessary.

A series of U.S. intelligence reports 
traces a pattern of Communist Chinese 
and Soviet aid initiatives in at least 
eight African countries. 
According to one recent report, Red 
China is preparing to provide Tanzania 
with its first jet fighter planes, a 
squadron of 20 M IG 19s AN D M IG 17s, 
by late this year. 
Peking sent the Sudan six M IG 19s 
last year when the Communist Chinese 
were trying to capitalize on the Sudan’s 
alienation from Russia. China also 
started about $42 million in economic 
aid projects there.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )—An almost 
biennial bill to require every motor 
vehicle in Ohio to he inspected once 
every two years is apparently dead. 
Sponsored by Rep 
Pa trick A. 
Sweeney, D-6 Cleveland, the bill was 
introduced last month hut hasn’t been 
scheduled for a hearing. 
As a matter of fact it hasn’t even 
been printed, and House Speaker A. G. 
Lancione, D-99 Bellaire, doubts that it 
ever will be. 
"This bill comes along every session 
but never goes anywhere,” Lancione 
said. “ There is no pressure from 
downstairs (governor’ office) to hear 
it.” 
Lancione contended the State High­ 
way Patrol, which now does the ran­ 
dom inspection of vehicles on Ohio 
highways, does not have the manpower 
for mandatory checks of all vehicles. 
In addition, Lancione said there has 
been widespread abuse of the in­ 
spection system instates that now have 
it. There have been repeated charges of 
wrong-doing and kickbacks in many 
states, he said. 
Sweeney’s bill. which would do away 
with the current random inspection 
teams, would establish official 
in­ 
spection stations throughout the state.

steel market is the tightest it has been 
in years, both in this country and 
throughout the world, Industry Week 
magazine said Monday. 
“Domestic steel producers admit the 
situation is tight, but they maintain 
that 
most 
regular custom ers 
are 
getting enough steel for near-normal 
operations,” the magazine said. 
“ U nfortunately, 
some 
of 
the 
customers don’t agree. In fact, a few 
argue that the way some domestic 
mills are handling this market w ill hurt 
the industry in the long run.” 
Industry Week said steel shipments 
by U.S. mills are expected to average 
one million net tons a month less tin* 
second half of this year than during the 
first half.

because of reduced 
demand “ but because th at’s all mills 
will be able to produce*,” it added 
The magazine said first hall ship 
ments will average 9.3 million tons a 
month, giving the first six months of 
the year a record of about 56 million 
tons.

Gold seen 
as financial 
security

NEW YORK (AP) - Through the 
years, 
gold 
seems 
to 
have 
held 
mankind in a trance. Once, it was 
worshiped as having come from the 
sun, or the heavens. Today it is wor­ 
shiped by many as the only real finan 
cial security. 
Because of this, the twice-devalued 
dollar is in trouble again. Dollars are 
being sold for gold; so, following the 
law of supply and demand, the dollar's 
price is being pressed down; the price 
of gold, pushed up. 
Last week, it reached a price of more 
than $120 an ounce, up 25 per cent in 
just a month, as financial assets that 
were 
maintained 
in 
dollars 
were 
switched into gold. And, because of 
inflation, a lot of dollars are floating 
around 
Why 
this 
should 
be 
done 
isn’t 
altogether explainable, but nothing 
about gold and its adherents ever is. 
For example, there is plenty of 
evidence 
that 
gold 
b u y ers 
a re 
speculating on an increased role for 
gold in the monetary system of the 
future, even though its relationship to 
currencies is officially severed. There 
are those who cannot believe that man 
can rid himself of ties to gold, and they 
may be right. Gold as a medium of ex­ 
change may be considered primitive, 
but it remains universally acceptable. 
The current interpretation of the 
rising gold price is that the United 
States’ economy continues to suffer 
from 
inflation, 
notw ithstanding 
promises from Washington about the 
future. And the country still imports 
more than it exports. 
This is bad news for those who 
traditionally have held dollars for 
security. All over the world, the dollar 
was thought to be the safest, untainted 
by the erosion that ruined other cur­ 
rencies. 
But dollar erosion today is very 
serious. And gold never erodes. No 
government or industry or institution 
can do anything to diminish the amount 
of gold somebody has cached away. 
And it is almost impervious to nature. 
Talk among economists now is of an 
upcom ing recession following the 
current 
boom. 
William 
McChesney 
Martin Jr., former head of the Federal 
Reserve Board, is among the latest to 
express this opinion. 
Moreover, 
Martin 
fed 
additional 
fears with his statement to the Senate 
Finance Committee that “ the nation is 
floating on a sea of debt” and that he 
was worried about the banking system. 
Martin is highly respected in world 
monetary and financial circles, and his 
comments are bound to be used abroad 
as reinforcement of their own con­ 
cerns. 
And among those concerns 
about America is its current govern­ 
ment. 
In the view of some Europeans, 
President Nixon's ability to govern has 
been impaired seriously at the very 
time that the price and payments 
balance situations need close super­ 
vision from Washington. 
And so they switch to gold, hoping 
that somehow the new international 
monetary order or growing industrial 
demand will continue to push up its 
price. It might not pay any interest, 
they know, but they feel safe with it.

The “ crim inals” were processed as 
inmates at the prison, frisked of all 
valuables and identification, finger­ 
p rin ted , p h o to g rap h e d and issued 
prison garments. 
They were led around the prison 
triple-file by a c tu a l g u a rd s p a r ­ 
ticipating in the seminar. For two 
nights they were locked inside a six-tier 
cell block, two or three to a room with 
an uncovered toilet and cold running 
water.

NEW YORK (AP) — For most 
congressmen, politics is life. Rep.

right. He comes from a political family 
although he doesn’t care for politics. 
He says so long as the people want you, 
fine, but he also asks if I want to make 
it my life. I ’ve decided I do not.”

At the second table — where the 
East-West pair were not so famous 
and, in fact, were not famous at all — 
the defense worked like a charm. 
Here, also, against an opening three 
notrump bid, a club was led to the ace 
and the eight was returned. West did 
not find the defense either difficult or 
complicated. He won the jack with the 
queen, continued with the king, and 
played still another club. So the con­ 
tract went down two as West went on to 
the next deal without even looking 
around for applause.

Pockm arks Can Be Rem oved 


I feel awful that my 4-year-old 
daughter has been left with two in­ 
dentations after a recent bout with 
chicken pox. 
She is so pretty, and I just hope they 
will disappear as her face gets bigger. 
If not, can this be fixed? 
Mrs. H. L., Pa. 
Dear Mrs. L.: 
The superficial pockmarks that are 
sometimes left after chicken pox un­ 
doubtedly tend to smooth out with time. 
Many of these 
facial 
scars 
and 
blemishes due to chicken pox, acne or 
injuries can now be removed or made 
less visible. 
A technique known as dermabrasion 
is safely done with a high-speed rotary 
abrasive brush. After the skin is 
anesthetized, this “ sand-papering” 
smooths the outer layers of the skin. 
When the healing follows and the scab 
falls off, a smooth surface replaces the 
slightly pitted area. 
The method is highly successful. 
There is no need for you to be unduly 
concerned that your child will be 
scarred or marred. 


I do a lot of gardening. More often 
than I like, I get a sharp pain in my eye 
if a leaf or a branch flicks past my eye. 
What can be done about this? 
Mr. E. W., N J. 
Dear Mr. VV.: 
My first thought, of course, is that 
you should wear protective goggles. 
The slight flick of a leaf or a branch can 
cause severe abrasion of the very 
delicate covering of the eye. 
When neglected, infection can be 
introduced. Scarring can occur, and 
vision can be affected. 
There are a number of excellent 
antibiotic and 
cortisone ointments 
which, when prescribed by 
the 
physician, are very effective. I em­ 
phasize that they should be prescribed 
by the physician because the exact 
extent of the injury should be noted 
Sometimes it is necessary to patch 
the eye for a few days to insure rapid 
and complete recovery 
If one’s own doctor is not im­ 
mediately available when such an 
injury occurs, it is wise to seek 
emergency help at the nearest com­ 
munity hospital. Special dyes can 
outline the extent of the abrasion, 
which is then minutely examined 
through a split-lamp microscope1. 
The fact 
that 
this 
happens 
so 
frequently to you suggests that you 
may be careless about protecting 
yourself.

For a short time, the United States 
Public Health Service seemed to feel 
that smallpox vaccinations were no 
lon g er necessary. 


Remember that this vaccination was 
necessary in order to be re admitted to 
the United States. 
Whether or not this rule stands 
should always be checked out with your 
local Public Health authorities. 
There are many Asiatic and sub­

countries 
that

evidence of vaccination before they 
will allow you to enter their land.

(AP) — “ It can 
renew the face of the church and the 
face of the earth,” says a Belgian 
cardinal about the growing Pentecostal 
movement among Roman Catholics. 
Iam) Joseph Cardinal Suenens on 
Sunday told a closing service of a three- 
day international conference here that 
the movement is the “mission of 
tomorrow. The future is coming out of 
this.” 
At his words, the 22,000 participants 
at the University of Notre Dame 
Stadium rose to their feet in applause. 
"Ah-men,” they began singing, arms 
upraised. “Ah-men, ah-men.” 
The cardinal gave the highest ec­ 
clesiastical endorsement yet to the 
movement at a celebration of the mass 
in which OOO white-robed priests and 
seven bishops, It'd 
by 
Archbishop 
James Hayes of Halifax, Canada, 
joined in consecrating the bread and 
wine. 
The service was interspersed by 
bursts of clapping, whistling and ex­ 
clam ations: “ P raise Je su s!’’ and 
“Hallelujah!” And there was “praying 
in unknown tongues,” an outpouring of 
song-like syllables called glossolalia. 
This 
is a characteristic of the 
movement, with intensive devotional 
habits, 
Bible study 
and 
prayer 
meetings, often made up of Protestants 
and Catholics. 
Cardinal Suenens, an internationally 


influential progressive, told a news 
conference 
the 
m ovem ent 
was 
“ bringing all Christians together in a 
very, very close way.” 
He also said: “ It is an answer to the 
people’s desire to practice faith 
spontaneously, to express it as they feel 
it. It’s a new taste of the Gospel, in its 
reality and simplicity.” 
The movement, now involving an 
estimated 300,(XX) U.S. Catholics, is 
“ growing very fast ev eryw here,” 
Cardinal Suenens said. “ It’s no longer 
just an American phenomenon, but in 
all 
countries. 
It’s 
a 
world 
wide 
phenomenon.’’ 
Bishop Michael Begley of Charlotte, 
N.C., said the movement was “ coming 
from all sides, in all cross-sections of 
society, opening hearts and souls to the 
Holy Spirit.” 
He added, “ I say praise the Lord for 
it.”

Soviet supersonic 
airliner crashes; 
14 dead, 28 hurt 
GOUSSAINVILLE, France (AP) 
Aviation experts sifted through the 
wreckage of a Soviet supersonic 
airliner today trying to learn why the 
pride of Russia’s civilian air fleet 
crashed. 
Thousands of spectators watched as 
the four-engine TTJ144 exploded during 
an exhibition flight Sunday at the Paris 
air show. Flaming wreckage crashed 
onto the town of Goussainville north of 
Le Bourget airport. 
Fourteen persons were killed, 28 
were injured. The dead included two 
Russian pilots and four other crew 
members, the only ones aboard the 
streamlined plane. 
It was the first reported crash of a 
supersonic civilian airliner since the 
Soviets began their program in the 
mid-1960s. The plane has a maximum 
cruising speed of 1,550 miles an hour — 
2.35 times the speed of sound. 
A French-British consortium has 
built four Concorde supersonic jets, 
and

demonstration flight just before the 
TUl44’s. 
Witnesses saw the Russian plane 
make a low level, subsonic pass before 
the grandstand and then go into a steep 
climb with the undercarriage lowered.

claim torture 


TEL AVIV (AP) — Three Israeli 
pilots released by Syria in exchange for 
57 prisoners held by Israel said their 
captors tortured them regularly during 
their three years in jail. 
After their repatriation Sunday, one 
of the pilots told newsmen he had been 
beaten about his body and on the soles 
of his feet and had been subjected to 
electric shocks on several occasions. 
Another said that, when they 
reminded their captors of the Geneva 
Convention governing the treatment of 
prisoners of war, they were told the 
rules didn’t apply to them. 
In exchange for the pilots, Israel 
handed over 56 Syrian and Lebanese 
POWS and a Druse leader from the 
occupied Golan 
Heights who was 
convicted of spying for Syria. 
The Israeli military command said 
the released Arab POWS were the last 
held by Israel from either Syria or 
Lebanon and neither Syria nor Leba­ 
non held any more Israeli prisoners. 
Israel continues to hold 55 Egyptian 
prisoners it wants to exchange for IO 
Israelis jailed in Egypt. 
The exchange ended almost a year of 
negotiations through the International 
Red Cross.

Space-vvalker 
to free jammed solar panel? 
Skylab repairs debated 


SPACE CENTER, Houston (AP) — 
With prospects for a space walk to free 
a jammed solar panel “ looking pretty 
good,” Skylab's astronauts today 
awaited word on how they might do the 
tricky job. 
Making the panel operable could 
nearly double the electricity in their 
power-starved space station. 
If the space agency gives the green 
light for the excursion, decisions on 
who will make the walk and how the 
one-ton panel will be released will be up 
to Skylab commander Charles Conrad 
Jr., who became the world’s champion 
of space flight in total hours logged on 
Sunday. 
“ I suspect the commander would 


want to go out 
himself,” 
Skylab 
mission director William C. Schneider 
told newsmen Sunday. 
Capsule 
communicator 
Storey 
Musgrove told the spacemen late 
Sunday, “ Things are looking pretty 
good for a space walk later in the 
week.” 
He said mission control today would 
pass up suggested procedures for the 
attempt and all aspects would be 
discussed in a conference Tuesday 
between the control center and the as­ 
tronauts. 
“ We aim to please,” Conrad replied. 
“ We’re more than happy to do anything 
we can.” 
Schneider said space agency officials 


planned a day-long meeting today at 
the Marshall Space Flight ('enter, 
Huntsville, Ala., 
to 
discuss the 
potential for success and dangers in­ 
volved in the space walk repair job. 
They'll also discuss the possibility of 
extending the scheduled 28-day mission 
as much as IO days to make up ex- 
periments lost because of low power. 
“ This is a very desirable thing to do, 
but we don't want to take a chance with 
our crew,” the director said of the 
space walk. “ The prime consideration 
will be: Is it a safe thing to do?” 
Schneider said the salvage attempt 
could come as early as Wednesday but 
there will In' no hurry because “ we’d 
rather do it right than rushed.”

WASHINGTON (A P) — Russia and 
Communist China are quietly ex­ 
panding m ilitary aid to African 
countries as they maneuver for in­ 
fluence and support there, according to 
U.S. intelligence sources. 
Overshadowed by crises elsewhere, 
the sometimes competing Soviet and 
Chinese moves in Africa are logged by 
U.S. intelligence officials who consider 
them important in the global power 
balance. 
The U.S. arms aid program in Africa 
is strictly limited by Congress, with 
Ethiopia and Tunisia sharing the total 
$1.3 million in grants proposed for the 
new fiscal year starting next month. 
A series of U.S. intelligence reports 
traces a pattern of Communist Chinese 
and Soviet aid initiatives in at least 
eight African countries. 
According to one recent report, Red 
China is preparing to provide Tanzania 
with its first jet fighter planes, a 
squadron of 20 M IG 19s AND M IG 17s, 
by late this year. 
Peking sent the Sudan six MIG 19s 
last year when the Communist Chinese 
were trying to capitalize on the Sudan’s 
alienation from Russia. China also 
started about $42 million in economic 
aid projects there. 
Since then the Sudanese leaders, who 
blamed the Russians for allegedly 
helping in a coup attempt against 
them, have made up with Moscow and 
the Russians are building a logistical 
complex in the Sudan, among other 
things. 
Meanwhile, the Chinese appear to be 
moving in on Guinea which has relied 
on a Soviet naval squadron to protect it 
for nearly two years. Within the past 
two months, China delivered four fast 
Shanghai-class gunboats for Guinea’s 
coastal defense. A 40-man Chinese 
training group accompanied some of 
the boats, becoming the first Chinese 
military presence in that West African 
country.

(A P) — The trial of 
Yablonski murder defendant Albert

charges of murder in the New Year’s 
Eve 1969 slayings of union reformer 
Joseph A. Yablonski and his wife and 
daughter. 


A grand jury 
from 
Washington 
County, where the killings occurred, 
handed down the indictments, but their 
trials were moved here after defense 
attorneys successfully argued their 
clients could not receive a fair trial in 
Washington County. 


Prater was convicted last March 26 
on three counts of first degree murder 
for the slayings. 


Of five other persons arrested in the 
case, three have pleaded guilty and 
turned state’s evidence and two others, 
Paul E. Gilly, 38, and Aubran W. “ Bud­ 
dy” Martin, 23, both of Cleveland, were 
convicted and sentenced to death. 


Both Pass and Prater were im­ 
plicated in the slayings by Silous 
Huddleston, 63, a former UMW local 
president, one of the three to plead 
guilty to murder. 


Huddleston, in a statement read last 
May in Washington County Court, said 
he believed the payoff money—which 
he said totaled $15,000—was funneled 
through a special union fund.

Committee reform hurts

It is a common observation that 
members of Congress like to talk 
about government economy in 
abstract terms, but balk at cuts in 
their home areas. 
A variant of this phenomenon is 
now being seen as a special House 
committee on overhauling the 
committee reform in the abstract,

The committees are the source and

chairmen. Few, if any, fancy having 
their power reduced. 
Some 
indeed, 
already 
have 
suggested that the jurisdictions of 
their respective committees ought 
to be increased. The testimony of 
Chairman W.R. Poage of the 
Agriculture Committee illustrates 


the point. Having disavowed any 
intention of “ being out to grab some 
other committee’s jurisdiction,” he 
proceeded to list programs (18 of 
them) which are now handled by 


nine other committees, but over 
which he felt that Agriculture should 
properly 
have 
control. 
Other 
committee chairmen have shown a 
similar attitude. 


This cannot be condemned out or 
hand. It is quite evident that there 
ought to be some realignment, and 
this necessarily involves shifting 
certain responsibilities from one 
committee to another. During the 
quarter of a century since the last 
reorganization of the committee 
structure, various aspects of newly 
arisen or newly emphasized con­ 
cerns 
have 
been 
distributed 
piecemeal without much regard for 
logic. 
If there is to be sound reform of 
the committee structure, some 
committee chairmen are simply 
going to have to yield some of their 
power. But the analogy of pulling 
teeth does come to mind.

For reasons expressed here a while 
back, I do not want to get involved in 
the 
orgy 
of 
hearsay 
about 
the 
Watergate affair. Leaving aside the 
question of principle, this decision 
makes practical sense: yesterday’s 
hearsay is overtaken as rapidly by 
today’s 
as 
today’s 
will 
be 
by 
tomorrow’s. 


However, some facts are clearly 
established and one of them I find 
bizarrely intriguing: that E. Howard 
Hunt, 
then 
a 
White 
House 
staff 
member, was sitting over in the 
Executive Office Building reading all 
the State Department cables relating to 
the overthrow of President Ngo Dinh 
Diem in November, 1963. 


His apparent 
mission 
was 
to 
demonstrate 
conclusively 
that 
President 
John 
Kennedy 
was 
responsible for the murder of Diem and 
his brother Ngo Dinh Nhu. Since — as I 
will shortly document — the cables 
< which I too have read) are thoroughly 
inconclusive, Hunt seemingly decided 
to forge a couple that would tie up the 
loose ends. (These were in the dossier 
that Acting F B I Director L. Patrick 
Gray put into the burn bag, so we will 
never know how good Hunt was as a 
cable forger.) 


BY AN ODD coincidence, Lyndon 
Johnson, then Vice President, was the 
outstanding opponent of an American 
initiative to topple Diem. He did not 
consider 
the 
South 
Vietnamese 
president the “ Churchill” of Southeast 


Asia, but all the alternatives to Diem 
seemed 
worse. 
Moreover, 
he 
profoundly distrusted the active 
proponents of a coup, whom he accused 
at a meeting of the National Security 
Council of wanting to play “ cowboys 
and Indians.” 
Then suddenly not only was Diem 
dead, but Kennedy too lay in his grave 
and Johnson was President. Among the 
new President’s first tasks was a 
session with Ambassador Henry Cabot 
Lodge, who had come to Washington to 
report on events in Saigon. 
Although he does not mention it in his 
memoirs, the late President told me 
that when he pressed Lodge on our 
involvement in the coup, the latter 
assured him it was a Vietnamese af­ 
fair. But what disturbed Johnson was a 
gnawing sense that the coup-mongers 
in our government had pulled an end- 
run on the President. 
One day in 1966, stimulated by a news 
story on some Kennedy staff memoir, 
he asked me: “ Just what did President 
Kennedy decide?” Off I went to the 
archives and the result was — to a 
student 
of 
decision-making 
— 
fascinating. 
Without going into the details, in 
August, 1963 —- when informed by 
Undersecretary of State Averell 
Harriman and Assistant Secretary 
Roger Hilsman 
that 
a 
coup was 
essential and imminent—-President 
Kennedy signed on. The August coup 
turned out to be a joke and in its wake 
serious men in Washington began to 
question the whole notion. 
THESE DA YS . . # by John Chamberlain 
Meeting the energy crisis 
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KENNEDY, caught in the cross-fire, 
took retuge in indecisiveness as in­ 
dicated in the following cable of Oct. 5, 
1963, to Lodge: “ President today ap­ 
proved recommendation that no 
initiative should now be taken to give 
any active covert encouragement to a 
coup. There should however be urgent 
covert effort with closest security 
to identify and build contacts with 
possible alternative leadership as and 
when it appears.” 


In no subsequent cable did the 
I resident abandon the conditional- 
subjunctive tense. The evidence, as I 
told President Johnson, left me in 
doubt whether Kennedy half favored a 
coup, or favored a half-coup. In effect, 
Lodge was told to play the hand. 


That is the history of President 
Kennedy’s “ com plicity,” but the 
question remains : Who in his right 
mind would hire someone in 1972 to sit 
in the Executive Office Building and 
play with this stuff? (If they had asked 
me, 
I would have told them for 
nothing!) 


The answer must be that some clown 
thought that the murder of Diem could 
be used as a campaign issue against 
Ted Kennedy. These are the aspects of 
the whole squalid mess that simply 
passeth understanding.

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In the New York City-Westchester 
region, for example, the Consolidated 
Edison

generators on barges tied up at two 
critical points along the Brooklyn 
waterfront. 
One 
multi-unit 
of 
generators mounted on four

the Gowanus complex, is capable of 
delivering 600,(XX) kilowatts of elec­ 
tricity to shore-switching stations; 
another set of 350,000 Kw. capacity 
sends its power ashore at the Narrows, 
farther out in New York Bay. 
Purchased from the General Electric 
Co., the barge units are operated by 
Con Ed on a lease-back arrangement 
with a consortium of banks. The whole 
business is ad lib, so to speak, but, as 
the French proverb has it, nothing 
endures like the provisional. 
Combined with the Con Ed “ save a 
watt” program that 
enlists the 
cooperation of Manhattan businessmen 
and apartment house proprietors, who 
have promised lo shade their air 
conditioning 
needs, 
the

(Winter heating next year will be at 70 
degrees instead of 72.) 
The two-or-three degree difference 
will save some IO to 15 per cent in 
heating and cooling energy.

temperature of all the shops in the 
area, the Ward manager is told to 
“ take the lead” in setting Fahrenheit 
standards. 
Actually, there are a thousand-and- 
one things that the American people 
can do to conserve energy without 
suffering unduly. The Washington 
D C., metropolitan area, for instance, 
has 400,(XX) homes with central air 
conditioning. 
If, in each home, shades or drapes 
were to be drawn across four average- 
size windows facing east or west during 
sunlight 
hours, 
Washington 
householders would require 30 per cent 
fewer BTU’s per hour. The addition of 
awnings would double the savings. 
The American people are appliance- 
crazy, and there is little use in 
demanding that they give up washing 
machines and electric dishwashers. 
I hey will have the scalps of any Ad­ 
ministration that tries to tell them the 
labor-saving revolution must be 
reversed in order to satisfy the dreams 
of the ecologists. 
But the same revolution that has 
given us such frivolities as the electric 
toothbrush has come up with the 
microwave oven. The Electric Energy 
Association estimates that for a family 
of four a microwave oven uses only 300 
kilowatt hours a year at a cost of $9. A 
conventional electric oven for a family 
of four consumes 1,715 kilowatt-hours a 
year and costs $35.25, which is quite a

IF AMERICANS are to continue 
being what Sen. Lowell Weicker calls 
"a sunrise people,” they will insist on 
breakthrough methods of solving the 
energy crisis. The microwave oven is 
symbolic. 
Last year the U.S. consumed 1.8 
trillion kilowatt-hours, which was 
double what it used in 1961. Con­ 
servation is indicated for the next 
decade if we are not to go irretrievably 
into hock to the* Arab nations for the oil 
needed to meet our industrial and 
transportation needs. 
But a “ sunrise people” will not en­ 
dure stringencies forever just to make 
things easy for our lethargic politicos. 
The concentration on Watergate, 
with its euplications of investigatory 
effort, is keeping Washington from its 
essential business, which is to provide 
a frame in which Americans can 
provide for their own future. 
Do we really need to pile an Ervin 
Committee investigation on top of an 
Archibald (’ox investigation in order to 
tell us whether Nixon was a culpable 
instigator of either the Watergate 
bugging or of its cover-up? 
There is such a thing as double 
jeopardy; why must the same wit­ 
nesses be sworn twice or thrice over? 
Especially when Congress has its own 
work to do while the Cox investigation, 
which is all that we need, goes its 
impartial way.

“ In all honesty, I think the print 
media has been more forthright about 
these issues,” Downs said. “ It’s true 
that television has displayed some real 
courage in areas of controversy. 
“ But in the area of human sexuality, 
it’s been strangely silent, damn near 
completely silent.

this is 
because sexuality is considered such a 
hot potato, which it needn’t be if 
honestly presented.”

Ohio Perspective 
Auto inspection bill dies again 


By P E R R Y SMITH 
Associated Press Writer 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )—An almost 
biennial bill to require every motor 
vehicle in Ohio to be inspected once 
every two years is apparently dead. 
Sponsored by Rep. Pa trick A. 
Sweeney, D-6 Cleveland, the bill was 
introduced last month but hasn't been 
scheduled for a hearing. 
As a matter of fact it hasn’t even 
been printed, and House Speaker A. G. 
Lancione, D-99 Bellaire, doubts that it 
ever will be. 
“ This bill comes along every session 
but never goes anywhere,” Lancione 
said. “ There is no pressure from 
downstairs (governor’ office) to hear 
it.” 
Lancione contended the State High­ 
way Patrol, which now does the ran­ 
dom inspection of vehicles on Ohio 
highways, does not have the manpower 
for mandatory checks of all vehicles. 
In addition, Lancione said there has 
been widespread abuse of the in­ 
spection system in states that now have 
it. There have been repeated charges of 
wrong doing and kickbacks in many 
states, he said. 
Sweeney’s bill, which would do away 
with the current random inspection 
teams, would establish official 
in­ 
spection stations throughout the state.

They would operate under Highway 
Patrol jurisdiction. 
The random inspection teams in­ 
spects up to 38,000 a month.

Sweeney said mandatory inspection 
statewide is only one of two possible 
solutions. Another, he said, would be 
for the state to give financial assist­ 
ance to local communities to conduct 
their own. 
Admitting that kickbacks and in- 
spections-for-a-price 
are 
major 
problems of mandatory inspections, he 
would like to have a special team of the 
Highway Patrol set up to look for those 
violations. 
“ We have inspection teams set up for 
liquor v iolations, why can’t we do it on 
this?” he said.

Steel market said tightest 
in years throughout world 


CLEVELAN D , Ohio (A P) - 
The 
steel market is the tightest it has been 
in years, both in this country and 
throughout the world, Industry Week 
magazine said Monday. 
“ Domestic steel producers admit the 
situation is tight, but they maintain 
that most 
regular customers arc 
getting enough steel for near-normal 
operations,” the magazine said. 
“ Unfortunately, 
some 
of 
the 
customers don’t agree. In fact, a few 
argue that the way some domestic 
mills are handling this market will hurt 
the industry in the long run.” 
Industry Week said steel shipments 
by U.S. mills are expected to average 
one million net tons a month less tin* 
second half of this year than during tin* 
first half. 
This is not because of reduced 
demand “ but because that’s all mills 
will be able to produce,” it added. 
The magazine said first-half ship 
ments will average 9.3 million tons a 
month, giving the first six months of 
the year a record of about 56 million 
tons. 
Catholics to review 
learning approaches 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (A P) 
Catholic 
leaders voted Sunday at the fifth an 
nual assembly of the Cincinnati Ar 
chdiocesan Council of the Laity to 
explore new approaches to Catholic 
education. 
“ We’re going to have to sell the 
advantages of Catholic education,” 
said James Bockelman, direc tor of the 
300-delegate assembly’s membership 
Catholics must create public interest 
“ so that I could come and say as a non 
Catholic I will support your schools ’” 


“ Only by drawing upon their own 
inventories have mills been able to ship 
an average of 9.3 million tons monthly 
in the first half, but the inventories are 
about exhausted,” Industry Week said.

Gold seen 
as financial 
security

NEW YORK (A P) — Through the 
years, 
gold seems 
to 
have 
held 
mankind in a trance. Once, it was 
worshiped as having come from the 
sun, or the heavens. Today it is wor­ 
shiped by many as the only real finan­ 
cial security. 
Because of this, the twice-devalued 
dollar is in trouble again. Dollars are 
being sold for gold; so, following the 
law of supply and demand, the dollar’s 
price is being pressed down; the price 
of gold, pushed up. 
Last week, it reached a price of more 
than $120 an ounce, up 25 per cent in 
just a month, as financial assets that 
were 
maintained 
in 
dollars were 
switched into gold. And, because of 
inflation, a lot of dollars are floating 
around. 
Why this should 
be 
done 
isn’t 
altogether explainable, but nothing 
about gold and its adherents ever is. 
For example, there is plenty of 
evidence 
that 
gold 
buyers 
are 
speculating on an increased role for 
gold in the monetary system of the 
future, even though its relationship to 
currencies is officially severed. There 
are those who cannot believe that man 
can rid himself of ties to gold, and they 
may be right. Gold as a medium of ex­ 
change may be considered primitive, 
but it remains universally acceptable. 
The current interpretation of the 
rising gold price is that the United 
States’ economy continues to suffer 
from 
inflation, 
notwithstanding 
promises from Washington about the 
future. And the country still imports 
more than it exports. 
This is bad news for those who 
traditionally have held dollars for 
security. All over the world, the dollar 
was thought to be the safest, untainted 
by the erosion that ruined other cur­ 
rencies. 
But dollar erosion today is very 
serious. And gold never erodes. No 
government or industry or institution 
can do anything to diminish the amount 
of gold somebody has cached away. 
And it is almost impervious to nature. 
Talk among economists now is of an 
upcoming recession following the 
current Ixrom. William McChesney 
Martin Jr., former head of the Federal 
Reserve Board, is among the latest to 
express this opinion. 
Moreover, 
Martin fed 
additional 
fears with his statement to the Senate 
Finance Committee that “ the nation is 
floating on a sea of debt’’ and that he 
was worried about the banking system. 
Martin is highly respected in world 
monetary and financial circles, and his 
comments are bound to be used abroad 
as reinforcement of their own con­ 
cerns. And among those concerns 
about America is its current govern­ 
ment. 
In the view of some Europeans, 
President Nixon’s ability to govern has 
been impaired seriously at the very 
time that the price and payments 
balance situations need close super­ 
vision from Washington. 
And so they switch to gold, hoping 
that somehow the new international 
monetary order or growing industrial 
demand will continue to push up its 
price. It might not pay any interest, 
they know, but they feel safe with it.

right. He comes from a political family 
although he doesn’t care for politics. 
He says so long as the people want you, 
fine, but he also asks if I want to make 
it my life. I ’ve decided I do not.” 
She added that she could never make 
the presidential race again despite her 
widespread support because of the 
mental and physical anguish involved. 
Her next project is trying to save the 
Office of Economic Opportunity, and 
she views it as extraordinarily im­ 
portant. 
“ A subcommittee is holding hearings 
to get people to tell us how poverty 
programs should be changed, detailing 
the weaknesses and strengths of each 
program. I know there are weaknesses, 
but I don’t believe we should throw the 
baby out with the bath water,” she 
said. 


“ The President, in abolishing OEO, 
doesn’t seem to understand it will 
cause acceleration of public assistance 
rolls,” she added. 


A LONG TIM E concern of Rep. 
Chisholm has been day care, which is 
also involved in the OEO cuts.

Joan M cIntyre launched 
'whale' of a campaign 


I 


CAMPAIGNER — Joan McIntyre wants to stop the slaughter of 
whales and study their communication instead. 


By FRA N KLIN DUNLAP 
BOLINAS, Calif. (AP) — 
Margarine, lipstick, pet foods 
and shoe polish have one thing 
in common. 
Joan McIntyre will tell you 
about it as her sea-gray eyes 
flash: “ All of these products 
are made from whales, and all 
could be easily and cheaply 
made from other sources. Tne 
continued slaughtering of 
whales may be the ultimate 
nonsense of 
the 
modern 
world.” 
Mrs. McIntyre initiated a 
campaign to get women to 
stop wearing fur coats. Now 
she has created 
Project 
Jonah, 
an 
international, 
nonprofit society devoted to 
the protection of whales, 
dolphins and porpoises. 
She 
had 
been 
special 
projects 
coordinator 
of 
Friends of the Earth, a major 
international conservation 
organization. “ But early in 
1972, I realized that it was 
important 
to 
focus 
on 
something. 
“ There was too much — the 
Alaska pipeline, the SST — 
and you find you are being 
directed by the system you 
oppose. Saving the whales 
was specific and clear, it was 
interesting and it could be 
done,” she adds. 


MRS. 
M C IN TYRE 
in­ 
corporated Project Jonah 
with no money at all, and the 
saving of the whales cam­ 
paign has grown. 
“ I 
grew 
up 
with 
the 
California temperament,” she 
says. “ The right attitude is 
Go out and do it,” not, i f I 
had the money.’ ” 
She presented her ideas on 


the whales to the Stockholm 
Conference on the Human 
Envir 
nment, where she convinced 
the chairman to make the 
whale the symbol 
of the 
conference. 
She then con­ 
vinced the United States to 
support a 10-year moratorium 
on commercial whaling. 
In five months in Europe, 
she consulted virtually every 
authority on the subject and 
attended the International 
Whaling Commission meeting 
which 
voted 
down 
the 
moratorium six to five, with 
Canada abstaining. 
But she is not dismayed. 
Since Mrs. McIntyre’s efforts 
began, the United States has 
closed down its whaling in­ 
dustry and banned the import 
or use of ingredients of the 
eight species of whales on the 
endangered list. In December, 
Canada announced a ban on 
commercial whaling. 
In her 30s, Mrs. McIntyre 
lives in this coastal town north 
of San Francisco with her 12- 
year-old son, Ian. 


“ I WAS N EV ER basically a 
housewife,” she says. “ I was 
always into things that in­ 
terested me. I was political at 
13, into youth organizations, 
social causes, the A-bomb. I 
always saw my life as being 
involved with the world. 
“ I was not the lady studying 
at the university just long 
enough to get a husband. My 
life was never only my 
relationship 
to 
men. 
I 
weakened sometimes,” she 
laughs, “ but I have always 
been liberated. The women’s 
lib movement did not change 
my attitude toward men, but 


toward women. It has given 
me their company.” 
With her luncheon sand­ 
wich, Joan drinks a bottle of 
mineral water, “ because it 
has bubbles, and I am an 
extravagant person.” 


She once traded a sports car 
for a necklace of Red Sea fish 
symbols and a dolphin ring. 
“ It was an old Doretti,” she 
says, 
“ but wonderful and 
elegant and I had a friend who 
wanted it. It seemed like a 
great idea. The necklace 
won’t break down.” 


AND WHY WHALES? Joan 
feels that the whale, a 
mammal relative, has much 
to tell mankind. 


Project Jonah has now 
begun a children’s crusade 
through the United States, 
Canada and Western Europe 
enlisting the aid of school 
children to write letters, 
poems and draw pictures to be 
sent to Japan and Russia 
requesting their aid in saving 
the whales. 
Letters may be sent to 
Project Jonah, P.O. Box 476, 
Bolinas, Calif., 94024. 
Mrs. McIntyre says that the 
whales must be saved within 
three years or it will be too 
late. She wants to establish a 
center 
to 
study 
com­ 
munication between whales. 
“ At 
the 
end 
of 
the 
moratorium, if we still want to 
kill whales for catfood I will 
have done all I can do. But it 
will be criminal,” she adds, 
“ if on the threshold of our 
knowledge of the intelligence 
of whales and dolphins, we 
stand by, just passive ob­ 
servers to their extinction.”

Bridge is not like ticktacktoe, where 
the right play is automatic and there is 
no room for argument. Bridge is a far 
more complicated game and there is 
ample room for differences of opinion 
in both the bidding and play of the 
cards. 
Consider this deal from last year’s 
Vanderbilt team of four championship. 
At the first table, sitting East-West, 


were two world-famous experts — 
whose names are mercifully omitted — 
defending 
against 
South’s 
opening 
three notrump bid. 
West led his fourth-best club, won by 
the ace, and East returned the eight, 
his original fourth-best card. Declarer 
played the jack and West, after a long 
huddle, concluded that 
South 
had 
started with the J-10-9-7. He therefore 
ducked the jack in the hope of scoring 
three more club tricks later on. 
But 
this 
proved 
to

miscalculation on West’s part when 
declarer reeled off the rest of the tricks 
to make six notrump. West contended 
strongly 
that 
East 
should have 
returned the ten, not the eight, but East 
was in no mood to accept the logic of 
this contention — in view of the out­ 
come. 
At the second table — where the 
East-West pair were not so famous 
and, in fact, were not famous at all — 
the defense worked like a charm. 
Here, also, against an opening three 
notrump bid, a club was led to the ace 
and the eight was returned. West did 
not find the defense either difficult or 
complicated. He won the jack with the 
queen, continued with the king, and 
played still another club. So the con­ 
tract went down two as West went on to 
the next deal without even looking 
around for applause.

Pockmarks Can Be Removed 


I feel awful that my 4-year-old 
daughter has been left with two in­ 
dentations after a recent bout with 
chicken pox. 
She is so pretty, and I just hope they 
will disappear as her face gets bigger. 
If not, can this be fixed? 
Mrs. H. L., Pa. 
Dear Mrs. L . : 
The superficial pockmarks that are 
sometimes left after chicken pox un­ 
doubtedly tend to smooth out with time. 
Many 
of 
these 
facial 
scars 
and 
blemishes due to chicken pox, acne or 
injuries can now be removed or made 
less visible. 
A technique known as dermabrasion 
is safely done with a high-speed rotary 
abrasive brush. 
After the skin 
is 
anesthetized, this “ sand-papering” 
smooths the outer layers of the skin. 
When the healing follows and the scab 
falls off, a smooth surface replaces the 
slightly pitted area. 
The method is highly successful. 
There is no need for you to be unduly 
concerned that your child will 
be 
scarred or marred. 


I do a lot of gardening. More often 
than I like, I get a sharp pain in my eye 
if a leaf or a branch flicks past my eye. 
What can be done about this? 
Mr. E. W., N J. 
Dear Mr. W.: 
My first thought, of course, is that 
you should wear protective goggles. 
The slight flick of a leaf or a branch can 
cause severe abrasion of the very 
delicate covering of the eye. 
When neglected, infection can be 
introduced. Scarring can occur, and 
vision can be affected. 
There are a number of excellent 
antibiotic and 
cortisone 
ointments 
which, 
when 
prescribed 
by 
the 
physician, are very effective. I em­ 
phasize that they should be prescribed 
by the physician because the exact 
extent of the injury should be noted. 
Sometimes it is necessary to patch 
the eye for a few days to insure rapid 
and complete recovery. 
If one’s own doctor is 
not im­ 
mediately available when such an 
injury occurs, 
it is wise to seek 
emergency help at the nearest com­ 
munity hospital. Special dyes can 
outline the extent of the abrasion, 
which is then 
minutely 
examined 
through a split-lamp microscope. 
The fact 
that 
this 
happens 
so 
frequently to you suggests that you 
may be careless about protecting 
yourself. 


I am confused about smallpox 
vaccination We went to Europe two 
years and were told 
it 
was not 
necessary. 
Now we are told it is necessary 
before traveling to Europe.

Dear Mr. A.: 
For a short time, the United States 
Public Health Service seemed to feel 
that smallpox vaccinations were no 
longer necessary. 


Remember that this vaccination was 
necessary in order to be re admitted to 
the United States. 
Whether or not this rule stands 
should always be checked out with your 
local Public Health authorities. 
There are many Asiatic and sub­ 
tropical 
countries 
that 
demand 
evidence of vaccination before they 
will allow you to enter their land. 
A recent outbreak of smallpox in 
Great Britain has necessitated vac­ 
cination for Americans who plan to go 
there.

At his words, the 22,000 participants 
at the University of Notre Dame 
Stadium rose to their feet in applause. 
“Ah-men,” they began singing, arm s 
upraised. “Ah-men, ah-men.” 
The cardinal gave the highest ec­ 
clesiastical endorsement yet to the 
movement at a celebration of the mass 
in which 600 white-robed priests and

by 
Archbishop 
Jam es Hayes of Halifax, Canada, 
joined in consecrating the bread and 
wine. 
The service was interspersed by 
bursts of clapping, whistling and ex­ 
clam ations: “ P ra ise J e su s !’’ and

in unknown tongues,” an outpouring of 
song-like syllables called glossolalia.
